Enacts New Truck Laws

Continuing the classifications of 
trucks as “T,” “xX” and “Y,” the 
last classification now includes 
only trucks and trailers “used in 
the business of transporting goods 
for compensation as common Car- 
riers over any public highway in 
the state between fixed termini or 
over a regular route.” hese trucks 
will continue to pay a tax of 10 per 
cent. of the base value. 

Class “T” trucks will continue 
to pay a tax of 2.4 per cent. of 
the base value, but the law was 
amended so that they may carry 
all farm products to market and 
any necessary farm supplies on 
the return trip. The right to do 
this was not clearly stated in the 
old law.

The other law is the reciprocity 
act for vehicles in interstate traffic. 
Under the old law any truck or 
commercial passenger car crossing 
the state line had to be licensed in 
two states. ; 

Under the new law any person 
living in another state within 
twenty-five miles of the Minne- 
sota line may obtain a permit for 
$1 which will authorize him to 
operate his vehicle up to twenty- 
five miles inside the Minnesota 
borders. The law applies only to 
states which extend similar cour- 
tesies to Minnesota citizens. Vis- 
iting cars not used for hire con- 
tinue to have a right to Minne- 
sota’s highways ten days without 
a permit and sixty days under a 
permit.

Dealer Should Sell Results 


° 
By C. P. SHATTUCK 
T will be recalled that one of the outstanding equipment features on cars 
at the New York and Chicago shows was the display of radiator cap 
ornaments. Some of these were conservative, while others were large and 
striking in design. 


As a result of this setting of style, so as to speak, there has been de- 
veloped quite a profitable market for the car and accessory dealer. And 
with the variety of radiator cap designs practically every taste can be 
met by the dealer. 


But one of the handicaps in merchandising these items is the failure 
of the dealer to sell results; that is to say, sell the prospect on what and 
how the ornament will appear when on the cap. Of course the car owner 
may pick an ornament that appeals to him or her, but when placed on the 
radiator it may not please the buyer quite so well. While this in itself is a 
small item in the sale there is an after effect that is lost sight of by the 
average dealer, and it is this:-— 


When a car owner buys a certain accessory or piece of equipment 
his reaction is important on future sales. If the owner picks out an item 
that pleases him when on the car, and it looks well to others, then the owner 
is sold and prospects created for the item by its installation. But if the 
radiator cap ornament is a freak many conservative owners will shudder 
and decide not to buy one. 


Of course the dealer cannot tell a prospect that his choice is poor, but 
the dealer can tactfully demonstrate a better selection.. And this can be 
done by placing the ornament on the cap. Not by installing it, but merely 
setting it on the cap and selling the prospect on the appearance. These radi- 
ator cap ornaments will move faster; greater turnover can be brought 
about if they are sold as a piece of equipment and not out of boxes or from 
shelves. 


One dealer who has moved quite a number of these items made a 
window display by placing several radiator shells from stock and mounting 
the ornaments on the caps. Not permanently mounted, but a temporary 
mounting. To prevent the shells distracting attention from the ornaments 
only the upper sections of the shells were displayed. This was accomplished 
by using crepe paper, a light color, to conceal the lower part of the shells. 
The designs shown were the conservative type. A number of other orna- 
ments were grouped at the base of the shells and ribbons led from those on 
the caps to the others. But radiator cap ornaments have to be merchan- 
dised. The market is large because only a tiny per cent of the cars have 
them. 


methods of merchandising that apply to radiator caps 
may not find a direct application to other accessories. The accessory mer- 
chant must meet every new sales campaign “on its own,” working out the 
details to meet conditions. This is one of the things that give the really 
enthusiastic merchant “a kick.” 


Obviously 


We must always remember, however, that the fundamentals of suc- 
cess must have been injected into the business and these are the 
same, Cleanliness, attractiveness of display, service and a corps of clerks 
who have been taught to “ask ’em to buy,” without annoying the customers, 
are essentials that must be built into the business if any sales campaign, 
whether on radiator ornaments or windshield wipers or any other automo- 
tive device, is to be successfully sold.
